REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


The  trustees  of  the  Newberry  Library  make  this,  their  first 
annual  report,*  pursuant  to  the  following  provision  of  the  "Act  to 
encourage  and  promote  the  establishment  of  free  public  libraries 
in  cities,  villages  and  towns  of  this  State,"  approved  June  17,  1891: 

The  trustees,  managers  or  directors  of  such  corporation  shall,  in  the 
month  of  January  in  each  year,  cause  to  be  made  a  report  to  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  State  for  the  year  ending  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  Decem- 
ber, preceding,  of  the  condition  of  the  library  and  of  the  funds  and  other 
property  of  the  corporation,  showing  the  assets  and  investments  of  such 
corporation  in  detail. 

The  following  is  section  14,  of  article  II,  of  the  by-laws  of  the 
Newberry  Library,  which  relates  to  the  present  annual  statement: 

It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  to  request  the  presiding 
justice  of  the  Appellate  Court  of  the  First  District  of  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois, once  a  year,  to  appoint  an  expert  accountant  to  examine  the 
accounts  of  the  corporation,  who  shall  report  to  the  board  the  results  of 
his  examination,  which  shall  be  attached  to  and  made  a  part  of  the 
annual  report  of  the  board  of  trustees  to  the  Governor  of  the  State. 

Mr.  Walter  Loomis  Newberry,  whose  munificent  bequest  fur- 
nished the  foundation  of  this  library,  died  on  November  6,  1868. 
The  portion  of  the  will  which  relates  to  this  bequest  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

In  case  of  the  death  of  both  of  my  said  daughters,  without  leaving 
lawful  issue,  then  immediately  after  "the  decease  of  my  wife,  if  she  sur- 
vive my  said  daughters:  but  if  not,  then  immediately  "after  the  decease 
of  the  last  surviving  one  of  my  said  daughters,  my  said  trustees  shall 
divide  my  estate  into  two  equal  shares,  my  said  trustees  being  the  soli- 
judges  of  the  equality  and  correctness  of  such  division,  and  shall  at  once 
proceed  to  distribute  one  of  such  shares  among  the  lawful  surviving 
descendants  of  my  own  brothers  and  sisters,  such  descendants  taking  per 
stirpes  and  not  per  capita. 

The  other  share  of  my  estate  shall  be  applied  by  my  said  trustees,  as 
soon  as  the  same  can  consistently  be  done,  to  the  founding  of  a  free  pub- 
lic library,  to  be  located  in  that  portion  of  the  city  of  Chicago  now  known 
as  "The  North  Division."  And  I  do  hereby  authorize  and  empower  my 
said  trustees  to  establish  such  library,  on  such  foundation,  under  such 
rides  and  regulations  for  the  government  thereof,  appropriate  such  por- 
tion of  the  property  set  apart  for  such  library  to  the  erection  of  proper 
buildings,  and  furnishing  the  same,  and  such  portion  to  the  purchase  and 
procurement  of  hooks,  maps,  charts,  and  all  such  other  articles  and  things 

*  Note.— The  beginning  and  progress  of  the  Newberrv  Library,  as  conducted  by  the  trustees  of 
the  estate  of  Mr.  Newberry,  from  Angu-r,  1837,  to  the  date  of  the  incorporation  of  the  library— April 
25,1892  have  been  presented  to  the  public  in  annual  statements  of  their  proceedings  for  the  year* 
11*87,  '88.  '89,  '90  and  '91. 
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as  they  may  deem  proper  and  appropriate  for  a  library,  and  such  other 
portion  to  constitute  a  permanent  fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be 
applicable  to  the  purpose  of  extending  and  increasing  such  library:  hereby 
fully  empowering  my  said  trustees  to  take  such  action  in  regard  to  such 
lil)iary  as  they  may  judge  fit  and  best,  having  in  view  the  growth,  pres- 
ervation, permanence  and  general  usefulness  of  such  library. 

Miss  Mary  Louisa  Newberry,  the  eldest  daughter,  died  at  Pau, 
France,  on  February  18,  1874,  aud  her  sister,  Miss  Julia  Rose 
Newberry,  at  Rome,  on  April  4,  187G.  Mrs.  Julia  Butler'  New- 
berry, widow  of  the  testator,  died  in  Paris,  on  December  9,  1885. 
The  distribution  of  the  one-half  of  the  estate  given  to  the  heirs 
was  made  in  188b;  and  with  the  other  half,  in  1887,  the  trustees, 
under  Mr.  Newberry's  will,  commenced  the  establishment  of  the 
library  by  the  appointment  of  a  librarian,  providing  temporary 
quarters  for  the  library,  and  the  collection  of  books  suitable  for  a 
reference  library. 

The  enactment  of  a  general  law  by  the  legislature  providing  for 
the  establishment  of  free  public  libraries  in  this  State,  was  secured 
and  approved  on  June  17,  1891,  to  take  effect  July  1,  1891. 

The  trustees  proceeded  to  incorporate  The  Newberry  Library 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  on  April  13,  1892,  a  certifi- 
cate of  organization,  with  a  board  of  thirteen  trustees,  was  tiled 
with  the  Secretary  of  State,  aud  the  incorporation  was  perfected 
by  his  certificate.  The  names  of  the  trustees  who  constituted  the 
original  board  of  officers  are  appended. 

AVhile  engaged  upon  the  work  of  incorporating  the  library,  one 
of  the  trustees — William  Henry  Bradly — was  suddenly,  on  March 
1,  1892,  removed  by  death.  Apparently  in  usual  health,  from  the 
activities  of  large  and  varied  responsibilities,  he  was,  without  a 
moment's  warning,  called  away.  Upon  the  resignation,  on  June 
20,  1871,  of  the  late  Honorable  Mark  Skinner,  who  was  the  senior 
testamentary  trustee  under  the  will  of  Mr.  Newberry,  Mr.  Bradley 
was  chosen  trustee.  To  the  duties  of  this  office,  through  twenty- 
one  years  of  varied  exigency  and  trial,  he  brought  wisdom,  patience, 
forethought  and  faithfulness.  Mr.  Bradley  was  a  man  of  strength 
and  wisdorn,  of  modest  bearing,  of  equable,  dispassionate  temper, 
of  mature  deliberation  and  sound  judgment,  of  unwavering  urbanity 
and  amiability  of  heart,  of  rare  refinement  and  purity  of  heart. 

A  statement  embracing  the  prominent  events  in  Mr.  Bradley's 
life  appeared  in  the  proceedings  of  the  trustees,  for  the  year  end- 
ing January  5,  1892,  prepared  by  his  associate  trustee,  E.  W. 
B  latch  ford. 

It  is  appropriate  that  in  this,  the  first  annual  report,  presented 
by  the  trustees  of  The  Newberry  Library,  honorable  mention 
should  also  be  made  of  the  late  Hon.  Mark  Skiuuer.  "He  was 
the  senior  executor  and  trustee  of  the  late  Walter  Loomis  New- 
berry, and  during  the  long  years  of  their  residence  in  this  city, 
was  his  intimate  friend  and  confidential  adviser.  He  drew  his  will, 
and  howr  much  w*  are  indebted  to  him  for  the  munificent  bequest 
which  in  the  establishment  of  The  Newberry  Library  is  now  beiug 


executed,  we  may  never  know.  It  was  so  clearly  drawn  that  its 
validity  has  never  been  assailed.  A  purely  collateral  question, 
touching  the  time  for  the  division  of  the  estate,  after  one  of  the 
severest  contests  known  in  our  State  courts,  was  decided  against 
the  contestants,  in  favor  of  the  plain  intention  of  the  testator,  as 
evidenced  in  the  language  of  the  will.  In  the  simple  and  broad 
provision  for  the  establishment  and  conduct  of  the  library,  en- 
abling those  upon  whom  may  devolve  the  important  trust  of  its 
development  to  meet  the  varying  and  unknown  exigencies  of  the 
future,  we  see  his  sagacity  aud  his  thoughtful  appreciation  of  this 
grand  provision  for  the  interests  of  literature  and  sound  learning." 

On  April  25,  1892,  the  trustees  held  their  first  meeting,  and 
formally  accepted  the  charter  of  incorporation,  and  the  trust 
therein  created;  also  the  conveyance  made  by  Eliphalet  W.  Blatch- 
ford,  sole  surviving  and  acting  trustee  of  Walter  L.  Newberry, 
deceased,  of  the  real  and  personal  property  held  by  him  under 
said  trust.  At  a  meetiug  held  on  June  14th,  the  by-laws  for  the 
government  of  the  corporation  were   adopted. 

On  June  16th,  the  seal  of  the  corporation  was  adopted  and  officers 
were  elected. 

A  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  fund  and  other  property  of 
the  corporation,  showing  the  assets  and  investments  of  such  cor- 
poration, is  attached  to  this  report. 

The  report  of  Mr.  Charles  A.  Folsom,  expert  accountant,  ap- 
pointed by  Hon.  Joseph  E.  Gary,  presiding  justice  of  the  Appel- 
late Court,  to  examine  the  accounts  of  the  CDrporation,  is  hereto 
appended. 

The  report  of  the  statistics  and  condition  of  the  library,  pre- 
pared by  Dr.  Wm,  F.  Poole,  librarian,  is  also  hereto  appended. 

The  classification  of  the  books  received  during  the  year  is  stated, 
and  attention  directed  to  works  of  marked  value  added  to  our  col- 
lection, especially  the  important  purchase  of  the  valuable  collec- 
tion of  books  and  pamphlets  on  fish,  fish  culture  and  angling, 
made  by  Mr.  Robert  Clarke,  of  Cincinnati. 

The  completion  of  the  library  building  is  satisfactorily  progress- 
ing. The  strikes  in  the  rolling  mills  caused  long  delay  during 
the  summer  months.  It  is  expected,  however,  that  we  will  be 
able  to  occupy  the  building  in   May.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 


Chicago,  January  1,  1893. 
To  tin    Trustees  of  th    Newberry  Library: 

Gentlemen:— I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  statistics  of  the  library 
for  the  past    year  and  its  condition  at  the  present  time. 

The  whole  number  of  volumes  now  in  the  library  i>  107,157,  and  of 
pamphlets  39,501.  The  accessions  from  January  5  to  April  25.  is'.i2— when 
i  lie  board  of  trustees  reorganized  under  an  act  of  incorporation— were 
in. 22o  books  and  1,193  pamphlets,  making  the  contents  of  the  library  at 
that  date  88,401  books  and  29,000  pamphlets.  The  accessions  from  April 
2»i.  to  December  31.  1892.  were  i*.756  books  and  10.501  pamphlets.  The 
whole  accessions  for  the  year,  therefore,  were  28,978  books  and  11,691 
pamphlets.  The  number  of  books  bought  was  26,469,  and  the  number 
given  was  2,509.    Of  pamphlets,  1.755  were  bought  and  9.939  given.

The  most  important  special  accession  to  the  library  was  the  large  and  valu- 
uable  collection  of  books  on  Fish,  Fisli  Culture  and  Angling,  made  during  the 
past  forty  years,  by  the  veteran  book  publisher  and  well-known  collector,  Mr. 
Robert  Clarke,  of  Cincinnati,  numbering  1,453  volumes  and  42i»  pamphlets. 
For  completeness,  rare  editions,  and  rich  bindings  it  has  no  rival  in  the 
United  States,  and  only  one  in  England.  In  the  specialty  of  fish  reports 
it  is  probable  unique,  for  it  has  complete  sets  of  the  reports  of  the 
United  States  government  and  of  all  the  states,  some  of  which  are  ex- 
cessively rare.  Mr.  Clarke  says  that  he  has  written  probably  a  thousand 
Letters  in  his  task  of  completing  these  sets,  and  he  doubts  whether 
another  such  collection  can  be  made.  Excluding  the  fish  reports — of 
which  there  are  471— the  other  bound  volumes  of  the  collection  number 
1.344.  Among  these  are  sixty  editions  of  Walton's  and  Walton  &  Cotton's 
"Complete  Angler,*'  and  they  include  the  finest  illustrated  editions.  All 
the  books  are  richly  bound  in  London. 
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A  list  of  our  important  accessions  to  the  library  is  given  below,  among 
which  special  attention  may  be  called  to  the  "Basilica  di  San  Marce  in 
Venezia,''  in  16  volumes,  large  folio;  "Biblia  Latina,"  vVrgentorati,  1480, 
four  volumes,  folio— the  first  printed  Bible  with  a  commentary;  De  Bry's 
"Admiranda  Narratio,"  and  "India  Orientalis,"  Francofurti  and  Moentim, 
1590-1613,  the  Great  Voyages,  parts  1-9,  and  the  Small  Voyages,  parts  1-10; 
a  complete  set  of  the  "Astronomische  Nachrichten,"  1823-92,  135  vols. — 
a  set  of  such  rarity  and  cost  that  it  will  be  an  especial  boon  to  astron- 
omers; a  collection  of  324  dictionaries  of  nearly  all  languages,  furnished 
by  the  agent  of  the  library  in  Leipzig;  a  collection  of  415.  volumes  of 
bound  American  newspapers,  many  of  them  covering  the  period  of  the 
civil  war.  1861-65;  a  collection  of  books  on  Political  Economy  numbering 
725  volumes;  a  collection  of  reports  on  Public  Education  in  Great  Britain, 
225  volumes:  and  the  most  sumptuous  edition  which  has  yet  been  issued 
of  the  life  of  Christopher  Columbus,  printed  in  two  quarto  volumes,  pp. 
743-901,  at  Barcelona  in  1892,  its  title  reads:  "Edicion  Monumental. 
Cristobal  Colon,  su  Vida,  sus  Viajes,  sus  Descubrimientos,  por  D.  Jos£ 
Maria  Asensio,  Director  de  la  real  Academia  Sevillana  de  Buenas  Letras." 
Besides  the  charming  cromo  lithographic  illustrations,  every  page  has  an 
engraved  border,  each  designated  for  the  subject  matter  of" the  text.

22:  Materia  Medica 
and  Therapeutics,  12:"  Ophthalmology  and  Otology,  18:  Orthopaedic  Sur- 
gery and  Surgical  Appliances.  5;  Paediatrics,  6;  Respiratory  Organs,  8;

In  February  last  a  meeting  of  citizens  interested  in  establishing  a  cen- 
ter of  University  Extension  lectures  was  held,  by  invitation  of  the  trus- 
tees, in  the  auditorium  of  the  Newberry  Library.  A  society  was  formed 
and  a  committee  appointed  to  carry  the  scheme  into  execution,  the 
trustees  tendering  the  use  of  the  auditorium  for  the  purpose.  The  organi- 
zation was  named  "The  dewberry  Library  Centerfor  University  Extension," 
and  seven  courses,  of  six  lectures  each,  have  been  delivered  to  audiences 
filling  the  entire  capacity  of  the  room,  and  in  several  instances  requiring 
a  division  of  the  classes  into  sections,  and  repetition  of  the  lectures. 
The  lecturer-  for  the  several  courses  have  been  Prof.  N.  P.  Butler,  Jr., 
of  the  University  of  Illinois;  Prof.  J.  A.  Woodburn,  of  the  University  of 
Indiana:  Prof.  J.  C.  Freeman,  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin;  Prof. 
Richard  G.  Moulton,  of  Cambridge  L'niversity,  England;  Prof.  F.  W. 
Shepardson.  of  the  University  of  Chicago,  and  Prof.  Chas.  B.  Thwing,  of 
the  Northwestern  University.  The  subjects  were:  "English  Literature 
and  Language."  "American  Political  History."  "English  Literature," 
••Shakespeare's  Tempest"  and  "Goethe's  Faust.'*  "The  Discovery  of 
America"  and  Electricity  and  Magnetism."  Other  courses  are  in  progress. 
The  classes  have  numbered  from  200  to  550,  and  the  small  fee  charged  for 
membership  ha-  paid  all  the  expenses.  The  library  has  furnished  the 
books  which  were  needed  for  the  study  of  the  subjects.  The  class  exer- 
cises and  examinations  at  the  close  of  each  course  have  been  well  sus- 
tained, and  those  who  are  familiar  with  University  Extension  in  the 
country  have  expressed  the  opinion  that  no  center  has  been  more  suc- 
cessful'than  that  of  the  Newberry  Library.  In  a  few  months,  when  the 
new  building  is  occupied,  the  larger  auditorium  will  furnish  increased 
facilities  for  carrying  on  this  educational  work. 
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The  general  and  medical  reading  rooms  have  been  open  to  the  public 
303  days  during  the  year,  from  9  a.  m  to  5  p.  m.,  and  until  October  17th 
from  7  to  10  in  the  evening.  Since  that  date  they  have  been  open  con- 
tinuously from  9  a.  m.  to  10  p.  m.  The  use  of  the  rooms  for  the  addi- 
tional two  hours  has  been  highly  appreciated  by  the  public.  The  num- 
ber of  readers  was  21,548,  of  whom  15.559  were  males  and  5.989  were 
females — an  increase  over  the  readers  of  the  previous  year  of  -4.746.  The 
daily  average  attendance  was  75.5,  the  highest  128  on  November  3,  and 
the  lowest  23  on  July  27.  The  largest  monthly  attendance  was  2,288  in 
November,  and  the  smallest  1,215  in  June.  As  the  general  reading  room 
is  supplied  with  all  the  books  of  reference  required  in  the  numerous 
courses  of  lectures  before  the  Newberry  Library  Center  of  University 
Extension,  the  increase  of  readers  may  be  partially  ascribed  to  that  cause. 
The  professors  and  advanced  students  of  the  Chicago  University  have 
made  much  use  of  the  scientific  books  of  the  library  and  124  persons  have 
received  cards  admitting  them  to  consult  books  on  the  shelves  for  a 
stated  period. 

The  number  of  current  periodicals  on  file  in  the  general  reading  room 
js  413.  of  which  172  are  American:  104  English;  39  French;  80  German;  10

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


Chicago,  January  1,  1894. 

The  trustees  of  the  Newberry  Library,  as  required  by  "An  act 
to  encourage  and  promote  the  establishment  of  free  public  libraries 
in  cities,  villages  and  towns  of  this  State,"  (Illinois)  make  this, 
their  second  annual  report. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  membership  of  the  board,  and 
its  officers  since  the  incorporation  of  the  library,  April  20,  1892. 
A  list  of  the  trustees  is  made  a  part  of  this  report.  During  the 
last  year  large  donations  to  the  library  have  been  made  which  are 
more  fully  set  forth  in  the  librarian's  report,  which  is  also  made 
a  part  of  this. 

In  November  of  1893  the  removal  of  the  library  into  its  new 
building  took  place,  and  the  library  now  has  pleasanter  and  more 
commodious  quarters  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public. 

Since  the  removal  into  the  new  building,  the  number  of  persons 
making  use  of  the  library  Ins  very  largely  increased,  and  we  think 
this  conclusive  evidence  that  the  public  is  daily  more  and  more 
full}"  appreciating  the  high  advantages  within  reach. 

In  comparing  and  contrasting  this  library  with  others,  the  trus- 
tees ask  the  public  to  bear  in  mind  that  its  work  is  that  of  a 
purely  reference  library  and  not  that  of  a  circulating  library,  the 
principal  work  of  which  is  the  distribution  of  light  literature  of 
a  "popular  character." 

Appended  to  this  report  is  a  report  showing  the  finances  of  the 
library  for  the  past  year,  together  with  a  statement  of  its  assets 
and  investments  in  detail,  as"  required  by  law. 

We  also  append  and  make  a  part  of  this,  the  report  of  the  expert 
accountant  appointed  by  the  presiding  justice  of  the  Appellate  Court 
of  the  First  District  of  Illinois,  to  examine  the  accounts  of  the 
corporation  as  required  by  its  by-laws.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN, 


Chicago,  January  1,  1894. 

To  tht   Trustees  of  the  Newberry  Library: 

Gethxemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  present  statistics  of  the 
library,  and  its  progress  during  the  past  year. 

The  whole  number  of  books  in  the  library  at  this  date  is  115,571.  and 
of  pamphlets  44,130. 

The  accession  of  books  during  the  year  was  8.414.  and  of  pamphlets 
4,629.  The  number  of  books  bought  was  6,726  and  the  number  given  1,688. 
Of  pamphlets  403  were  bought  and  4.22«>  were  given. 

Tim  number  of  current  periodicals  on  tile  in  the  reading  rooms  is  71.'.;. 
of  which  651  arc  subscribed  for  and  142  are  given. 

The  number  of  reader-  has  been  25,886,  of  whom  19,077  have  been  men 
and  6,809  have  been  women.  The  number  of  books  supplied  by  the  attend- 
ants was  58,094.  The  use  of  reference  books  accessible  to  readers,  and  the 
use  of  books  by  persons  who  had  access  to  the  shelves  by  special  permis- 
sion, of  which  no  count  is  kept,  was  probably  50,000,  making  a  total  use 
of  109,000  book-. 

Tin-  most  important  incident  in  the  history  of  the  library  during  the 
year  was  the  occupation  of  the  new  and  permanent  library  building.  The 
moving  of  the  books  from  the  temporary  building,  on  the  corner  of  North 
State  and  Oak  streets,  began  on  Wednesday,  November  15th,  and  was  com- 
pleted on  Saturday.  November  25th.  While  it  was  going  on  the  general 
reading  room  was  closed  for  only  two  days.  The  location  of  the  several 
departments  of  books  in  the  new  building  will  be  as  follow-: 

On  the  first  story.  Medicine  will  be  in  room  A.  and  Bibliography  in 
room  F. 

On  the  second  story,  History,  Biography.  Natural  Science  and  Archaeol- 
ogy will  be  in  room  .\ :  Religion,  Political  Economy  and  Social  Science  in 
room  B;  Current  Periodicals  and  General  Reference  Books  in  room  C; 
sets  of  bound  Periodicals  in  room  1>:  bound  Newspapers  in  room  E;  Fine 
Arts.  Music,   Useful  Arts,  Literature.  Language  and  Philosophy  in  room  Y. 

At  present  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  use  the  third  and  fourth  stories 
except  one  room  for  public  document-. 

It  i-  pleasant  to  report  that  in  connection  with  the  occupation  of  the 
new  building  a  very  valuable  donation  of  books  wa-  made  to  the  library, 
partly  because  it  is  a  fire-proof  structure.  Three  day-  after  the  moving 
\s,i-  e  impleted.  a  note  wa-  received  from  Dr.  Nicholas  Senn,  Professor  of 
Surgery  in  Rush  Medical  College,  who  has  probably  the  most  valuable 
private  medical  library  in  the  country,  stating  that  he  had  for  some 
time  been  considering  the  presentation  of  a  large  part  of  his  collection 
to  the  Newberry  Library,  and  asking  on  what  conditions  the  books  would 
be  received.  1  had  several  interviews  with  Dr.  Senn,  and.  on  December 
8th,  he  addressed  a  letter  to  the  trustees,  stating  That  it  was  his  inten- 
tion to  present  the  greater  part  of  his  medical  book-  to  The  Newberry 
Library  on  the  following  conditions,  that  they  be  placed  together  as  the 
"Senn  Collection;"  that  space  be  allowed  for  him  to  make  accessions  to  it 
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from  time  to  time,  and  that  the  library  keep  up  the  continuations  of  a 
few  of  the  more  valuable  serial  publications.  On  December  18th  the 
trustees  accepted  the  gift  and  tendered  thanks  for  the  same.  The  books 
will  soon  be  ready  for  delivery. 

A  few  weeks  later  the  Bankers'  Club  of  Chicago,  through  W.  D.  C. 
Street,  Esq.,  the  secretary,  presented  to  the  library  its  collection  of  books 
on  Banking,  Finance,  and  kindred  subjects,  numbering  102  volumes, 
which  have  been  received,  but  not  in  season  to  be  included  in  the  acces- 
sions of  1893.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


Chicago,  January  1,  1895. 

The  trustees  of  the  Newberry  Library  make  this,  their  third 
annual  report,  for  the  year  1894,  as  required  by  "An  act  to  encour- 
age and  promote  the  establishment  of  free  public  libraries  in  cities, 
villages  aud  towns  of  this  State,"  approved  June  17,  1891. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  membership  of  the  board  of 
trustees  and  the  officers  of  the  corporation  since  the  incorporation 
of  the  library,  April  13,  1892.  A  list  of  the  trustees  is  appended, 
marked  Exhibit  I. 

The  trustees  regret  to  announce  the  death,  on  the  first  of  March, 
1894,  of  the  librarian  of  the  library — William  Frederick  Pool«, 
LL.D.  Dr.  Poole  had  occupied  the  position  of  librarian  since  the 
founding  of  the  library,  August,  1887.  To  his  well-earned  reputa- 
tion as  a  bibliographer;  to  his  large  experience  in  active  library 
work,  extending  from  his  college  life  in  1843  to  within  a  few  days 
of  his  death;  to  his  rare  knowledge  of  books,  especially  in  the  line 
of  Americana;  to  his  indefatigable  industry,  the  trustees  would 
bear  united  testimony.  Formal  action  was  taken  by  them  on  this 
event,  and  a  memorial  was  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  Board. 

The  trustees,  immediately  after  the  death  of  Dr.  Poole,  took 
measures  to  find  his  successor,  and  after  some  months  they  secured 
the  services  of  Mr.  John  Vance  Cheney,  who  commenced  his 
administration  as  librarian  on  December  1st.  Mr.  Cheney  came  to 
the  Newberry  from  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library,  where  he 
had  had  an  experience  of  eight  years. 

The  removal  of  the  library  into  the  new  building  at  the  close 
of  the  last  year,  and  an  increase  in  the  number  of  readers  and 
students  resulting  from  its  enlarged  conveniences,  were  noted  in 
the  report  of  last  year.  This  increase  in  the  use  of  the  library 
continues.  In  addition  to  the  spacious  reading  room  provided  for 
general  readers  and  students,  other  rooms  are  appropriated  to  the 
special  departments  in  which  students  can  enjoy  every  facility  for 
work.  All  departments  of  the  library  are  accessible  to  the  public 
day  and  evening. 
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The  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  and  their  distribution  in 
the  several  rooms,  together  with  the  number  of  readers  who  have 
used  the  library  during  the  year,  are  presented  in  detail  in  the 
librarian's  report  appended  hereto,  marked  Exhibit  III. 

Appended  hereto,  marked  Exhibit  IV,  is  the  report  of  the  expert 
accountant,  appointed,  according  to  the  legislative  act,  by  the  pre- 
siding justice  of  the  Appellate  Court  of  the  First  District  of  Illi- 
nois, to  examine  the  accounts  of  the  corporation,  attached  to  which 
is  the  statement  of  the  finances  of  the  library  for  the  past  year, 
showing  its  receipts  and  disbursements,  with  statement  of  assets, 
December  31,  1891.

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  report  for  the 
year  1894. 

As  I  have  been  in  office  but  thirty  days,  my  reliance  must  be  largely 
on  statistics  prepared  before  my  arrival.'  Of  the  number  of  books  and 
pamphlets  in  the  Library,  however,  I  can  report  from  my  own  figures.
